‘We must do better’: Savage 

O Former Liberal MP officially enters the race to be HRM’s next mayor O Platform to focus on three themes

Mike Savage says it’s time for a 
change in leadership at Halifax City 
Hall. 

And, to the surprise of no one 
in a crowded Alderney Landing the¬ 
atre during the lunch hour on Mon¬ 


day, Savage revealed he wants to 
bring that about. 

“I can tell you that I did not con¬ 
sider (a mayoral run) hastily, and I 
didn’t come to a conclusion quick¬ 
ly, as some of you may have point¬ 
ed out to me,” Savage said. 

“But I can tell you that I kept 
coming up with the same answer: 
It’s time for change.” 


About 400 supporters showed 
up to hear the former liberal MP for 
Dartmouth-Cole Harbour formal¬ 
ly announce his candidacy. Savage 
also unveiled three general themes 
for his campaign—livability, entre¬ 
preneurship and inclusivity. 

Details on how to make HRM 
more liveable, entrepreneur-friend¬ 
ly and inclusive were scant, how¬ 


ever. Savage said he’ll be spending 
the coming months getting feed¬ 
back from members of the com¬ 
munity on what they want from 
their local government. 

Savage is the fifth candidate to 
enter the race. 

While Savage thanked Mayor 
Peter Kelly for his hard work and 
devotion to the municipality, he 


also had a few choice words for the 
incumbent. 

“Halifax is not a private club. We 
must do better than a mayor who 
governs in private and communi¬ 
cates in talking points,” he said. 
“We need a mayor of clarity and 
conviction.”

If Mike Savage is cam¬ 
paigning on change, you’d 
never know it from the list 
of established supporters. 

Nancy Regan drew a few 
gasps from the crowd 
when she announced 
Alexa McDonough, ex-NDP 
leader and former Halifax 
MP, would be introducing 
the former Liberal MP at 
Alderney Landing on Mon¬ 
day 

“I don’t know how 
many people called Mike 
Savage to urge him to run 
for mayor when he was de¬ 
feated by a worthy, capa¬ 
ble, formidable opponent 


(in the NDP’s) Robert 
Chisholm,” McDonough 
told the crowd of about 
400. 

“I had to insert that to 
remove any doubt about 
whether I am still a proud 
partisan.” 

McDonough’s com¬ 
ments underscore a 
strange aspect of Savage’s 
one-day-old campaign — 
the former Liberal has sup¬ 
port from all three main 
parties. 

“The fact that (Savage) 
can bring as many high- 
profile people from all of 
the parties here, who all 
have the same vision and 
passion for HRM, that’s 
what this is all about,” said 
former Toiy cabinet minis-

ter Tim Olive. 

“It’s about starting new, 
starting fresh and moving 
forward with eveiybody on 
board.” 


Other notables in the 
crowd included Liberal 
MLAs Andrew Younger and 
Kelly Regan, and HRM 
councillors Darren Fisher 
and Jim Smith. 

Savage said he doesn’t 
think he’ll have any politi¬ 
cal debts to his supporters, 
other than to provide good 
governance should he win 
the mayoralty. 

But he may have other 
debts. 

“We haven’t set a budg¬ 
et yet, but I’m expecting it 
will cost hundreds of thou¬ 
sands and dollars, and I ex¬ 
pect that’s what 
(incumbent Mayor Peter 
Kelly) will spend,” Savage 
told reporters after the an¬ 
nouncement. 


Savage 
declines 
to ‘jump’ 
on strike 

Mike Savage declined to 
comment on the munici¬ 
pality’s handling of the 
transit strike on Monday. 

“I’d be lying if I didn’t 
say that I could have a pos¬ 
itive impact, or hope to 


have a positive impact on 
labour negotiations,” Sav¬ 
age told reporters. 

“But the last thing Hali¬ 
fax needs right now is 
more short-term politics 
by (mayoral candidates) 
jumping on the transit 
strike.” 

He did have some com¬ 
ments on the sale of St. 
Patrick’ s-Alexandra 
school. 

He called council’s han¬ 
dling of the issue a “black 
eye” on the municipality. 



“There is an issue of 
leadership there, for cer¬ 
tain,” Savage said. 

“I met with some peo¬ 
ple who are involved in 
the North End Clinic, and 
one of the things that 
they told me is that they 
feel the developer, Joe 
Metlege, was as much of a 
victim of this as they 
were. So there’s a problem 
there, and if there’s a 
problem ... we have to 
address it.”

Police seek 
suspect in 
stabbing 

Police are looking for man 
believed to be in his 20s af¬ 
ter someone was stabbed in 
a Dartmouth parking lot. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say officers responded to a 
disturbance in the 100 
block of Kennedy Drive on 
Sunday just before 6 p.m. 

“When police arrived, 
they saw a number of peo¬ 
ple actually leaving the 
area,” said Halifax Regional 
Police spokeswoman Const. 
Kathryn Willett. “But an 
adult male was found in 
the parking lot and he ap¬ 
peared to be suffering from 
a stab wound to his 
abdomen area.” 

The victim was taken to 
hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries. 

Police say they are look¬ 
ing for a suspect described 
as a black man between the 
ages of 20 to 30, who was 
wearing a grey sweat jack¬ 
et, blue jeans and a ball hat.

Several cabbies in the Hali¬ 
fax zone are threatening to 
stay home on a little strike 
of their own if Halifax re¬ 
gional council eases the 
district rules. 

Council is meeting on 
Tuesday afternoon to dis¬ 
cuss measures to ease the 
effects of the transit strike. 
One item involves opening 
up the borders between 
taxi zones to allow cabs 
from other areas of HRM to 
work in Halifax. 

“We’re handling (the 
higher demand). There are 
no complaints,” said A1 


DesLaurier, the recently 
elected president of the 
Halifax Taxi Drivers Own¬ 
ers Association, which rep¬ 
resents the 610 drivers in 
the Halifax zone. 

DesLaurier dropped off a 
letter at city hall on Mon¬ 
day asking to be allowed to 
speak at the council meet¬ 
ing. 

“I can prove to them to¬ 
day that even opening it up 
during a transit strike is go¬ 
ing to hurt the people (out¬ 
side of Halifax),” he said. 

Flooding the market 
with cab drivers means the 
full-timers will drop out 
and part-timers take over, 
said DesLaurier, who start¬ 
ed driving a cab in 1966. 


“Our customers 
will be angry at us, 
but they shouldn’t 
be. They’re trying 
to take taxis from 
(outlying 
communities) to 
do our work and 
it’s not necessary.”

He said it will also hurt the 
smaller communities who 
would be left without taxi 
service when they pour in¬ 
to Halifax. 

From Sunday night to 
Monday morning, DesLau¬ 


rier said he received about 
120 calls from his member¬ 
ship, many of them threat¬ 
ening to stay home. 

“We don’t have a union, 
but basically they’re going 
to stay home and say, ‘Here 
you go, city, get those guys 
to do our work,”’ he said. 

Bedford Coun. Tim Out- 
hit said the rezoning 
would be temporary, just 
like during the Canada 
Games last year. 

“If they’re not willing to 
step up and loosen the 
rules a little to help resi¬ 
dents during this tough 
time, well, that’s up to 
them. A lot of people feel 
they should be,” Outhit 
said.

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Scouts leader gets

A former Cub Scout leader 
from Bedford is going to jail 
after being sentenced for 
child-pornography charges 
on Monday. 

Craig Ward, 51, was given 
four months behind bars fol¬ 
lowed by 18 months of pro¬ 
bation for possessing child 
pom. He is also under several 
conditions including coun¬ 
selling if deemed necessary, 
not to access the Internet ex¬ 
cept for employment or edu¬ 
cational purposes, and 
having no contact with lads 
under 16 unless permission 
is granted. 

He also has to provide 
DNA and be registered in the

sexual-offender database. 
Judge Barbara Beach called it 
“depraved” and “loathsome 
criminal activity.” 

Ward was arrested after 
police searched a home on 
Dartmouth Road in Bedford 
on Dec. 9, 2010. Two men, 
Ward and Timothy Budden, 
were arrested without inci¬ 
dent and police seized com¬ 
puter equipment. 

Beach said 69 still images 
and 13 videos were attrib¬ 
uted to Ward. 


Ward was a Scouts Cana¬ 
da leader with a Sackville 
group but police have said 
local children were not in¬ 
volved. 

“The children who are 
the subject matter must live 
not only with the degrading 
circumstances as the images 
were made, but with the 
knowledge the images are 
being disseminated all over 
the world,” Beach said. 

But she added she was im¬ 
pressed with Ward’s partici¬ 
pation in a sexual-behaviour 
assessment and that he has 
taken counselling. She re¬ 
ported his counsellor said he 
was humiliated and embar¬ 
rassed by his actions. 

“I have no doubt your re¬ 
morse here is genuine,” she 
said. 


Friends and the girlfriend 
of Aidan Cromwell showed 
moral support for the 18- 
year-old’s first court appear¬ 
ance Monday. 

Cromwell is charged 
with second-degree murder 
and two counts of breach of 
recognizance in the death 
of Marc Bernard Tremblay, 
25, of Halifax. 

As he was taken out of a 


van by sheriffs and led into 
Halifax provincial court on 
Monday, Cromwell’s girl¬ 
friend Jasmine Mayo shout¬ 
ed her love for him. He gave 
her a wave. 

Cromwell made a brief 
court appearance for an ar¬ 
raignment. He is scheduled 
for a bail hearing on March 
6 . 

Tremblay, suffering stab 


wounds, was discovered by 
police at the corner of Ash- 
dale Avenue and Titus 
Street in Fairview at 11:20 
p.m. on Thursday night. 
Paramedics declared his 
death while still at the 
scene. 

Cromwell was arrested 
at an Evans Avenue address 
a few hours later.

Dressed in a Tiffany-blue 
hat and colourful overcoat 
against the winter cold, 
she was greeted by well- 
wishers in the snow-cov¬ 
ered town of King’s Lynn at 
an event planned to mark 
Accession Day, the anniver¬ 
sary of the day she became 
queen in 1952. 

“I love that the monar¬ 
chy is above politics and 
feel that the queen repre¬ 
sents that best of all,” said 
Laura Slcrzynslci, a long¬ 
time admirer of Elizabeth 
who joined the crowd of 
about 150 people applaud¬ 
ing the queen’s arrival. 
“She stands for integrity 
and respect, and I am in¬

Judge finds Calgary man guilty 
of assaulting former roommate

Calgary’s Dustin Paxton 
savagely beat his former 
roommate and business 
partner to the point that 
it caused memory loss and 
forced him to perform 
sexual acts under the 
threat of further punish¬ 
ment, a judge has ruled. 

The verdict, handed 
down by Justice Sheilah 
Martin on Monday, 
capped a more than four- 
month trial that included 
graphic descriptions of re¬ 
peated assaults against 
Paxton’s victim, whose 
identity is protected by a 
publication ban. 

That individual was 
dropped off at a Regina 
hospital in April 2010 
with blunt injuries to 
much of his body. He was 
an unhealthy 90 pounds 
at the time and continues 
to suffer from after-ef¬ 
fects to this day, Martin 
said. 

“I find the frequency, 
intensity and severity of 
the assaults grew over

time,” Martin said, noting 
the punishment took 
place over a period of 18 
months.

and 
shook 

his head repeatedly as 
Martin detailed numerous 
witness accounts of the 



assaults. 

As the proceedings ad¬ 
vanced to Paxton’s run of 
disturbing sexual as¬ 
saults, the accused be¬ 
came noticeably agitated, 
holding his head in his 
hands. 

“In essence, he used 
sex as a further weapon 
of assault,” Martin ex¬ 
plained. 

Paxton’s defence coun¬ 
sel refused to comment 
following court proceed¬ 
ings and it was unclear 
whether they intend to 


appeal. 

Martin’s findings, 
meanwhile, also served to 
absolve Calgary police in¬ 
vestigators involved with 
the Paxton case. Defence 
counsel had claimed 
members coached wit¬ 
nesses and used signals to 
communicate with them 
during the trial. 

“There was never any 
question with respect to 
our officer’s conduct 
whatsoever,” said police 
Deputy Chief Trevor 
Daroux late Monday.

A horrific collision between 
a flatbed truck and a large 
passenger van near a tiny 
hamlet in southwestern 
Ontario has killed 11 peo¬ 
ple and injured three oth¬ 
ers, provincial police 
confirmed Monday. 

OPP Insp. Steve Porter 
said a large white van 
loaded with people be¬ 
lieved to be migrant work¬ 
ers was travelling west 
when it was broadsided by 
the flatbed. 

Ten of the passengers in 
the van were pronounced 
dead at the scene, he said, 
adding the driver of the 
truck was also killed. 

Police said one survivor 
was airlifted to hospital in 
Hamilton with life-threat¬ 
ening injuries, while two 


others are being treated for 
serious injuries in nearby 
Stratford, Ont. 

“I’ve been on the job for 
28 years and I’ve never seen 
anything quite like this col¬ 
lision tonight,” Porter told a 
news conference at the 
scene of the crash. 

Porter said police believe 
many of the victims to be 
migrant workers, but of¬ 


fered no other details. 
Some reports said one of 
the survivors spoke Span¬ 
ish. 

OPP Sgt. David Relctor 
said the workers were trav¬ 
elling in a van equipped to 
cariy 15 passengers safely. 
He said investigators be¬ 
lieve driver error was be¬ 
hind the crash.

It’s going to get harder for 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and his ministers to 
keep boasting that Canada 
is No. 1 among economic ri¬ 
vals. 

As the year unfolds, ana¬ 
lysts say it will become in¬ 
creasingly apparent that 
Canada no longer leads the 
G7 in economic growth and 
job creation. 


And as unlikely as it 
seems, it’s the United States 
— the land of crippling 
trade deficits, high unem¬ 
ployment and government 
debt — that’s likely to rele¬ 
gate Canada to second 
place, if not third behind 
Germany. 

“We are going into a pe¬ 
riod of catch-up where it 
looks like the U.S. is doing 


better because they will be 
growing faster, on the jobs 
front perhaps most starldy,” 
says Douglas Porter, deputy 
chief economist with the 
Bank of Montreal. 

On many fronts, the 
switch has already begun. 

Last week’s employment 
reports indicated 2,300 jobs 
added in Canada in January 
versus 243,000 in the U.S.

Railroad legend assures 
he can turn CP around 


Railroad legend Hunter 
Harrison promises he won’t 
disappoint if Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway Ltd. sharehold¬ 
ers grant him the chance to 
end his retirement and 
head up an overhaul of the 
struggling railroad.

Sarkozy of France and Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela 
Merkel said Greek leaders 
need to push through re¬ 
forms to obtain new funds 


in a second planned bailout 
worth $171 billion US. 

The country needs the 
money to repay a bond due 
in March. But Greek party 
leaders have been unable to 
agree to the new measures, 
missing multiple deadlines 
in the negotiations, and de¬ 
layed their latest meeting to 
Tuesday. Financial markets 
remain on edge as investors 
await the outcome.

is at stake,” Merkel said.

The University of British Co¬ 
lumbia recently announced 
that starting in the 2012-2013 
academic year admission to 
the institution would no 
longer be dependent 
exclusively on grades. All applicants will 
be required to complete a supplementary 
questionnaire about their extracurricular 
activities and life experiences outside of 
the classroom. 

The reasoning behind this decision is 
that the leaders of tomorrow (and source 
of future alumni donations) need to have interpersonal 
skills, not just book smarts, in order to succeed. Because 
we all know that, once you graduate, being able to net¬ 
work is far more important than knowing stuff. 

As a closeted academic who still dreams of going back 
to school to do a PhD the way other people dream about 
early retirement, my initial reaction to this decision was 
one of total horror. 



During my postgrad days 
I worked as a teaching 
assistant for an undergrad¬ 
uate marketing class. With 
every assignment I graded, 

I became more and more 
concerned about the lack 
of basic writing skills 
among the student body. I 
encountered so many 
spelling mistakes and 
grammatical errors that I 
began to question how 
some students had even 
managed to pass a high 
school English course. 

With this in mind, the last 
thing we need is for univer¬ 
sities to begin experiment¬ 
ing with lowering their 
admission standards in the 
name of well-roundedness. 

On the other hand, a cul¬ 
ture of grade-chasing over¬ 
achievers doesn’t allow for 
the type of creative minds 
that we need in academia, 
business, the arts, medicine, law and so on. Perhaps the 
move to a more holistic set of admission requirements 
isn’t about “dumbing down” post-secondary education, 
but about encouraging a student population that is 
more intellectually, socially and emotionally diverse. 
Then again, I’m not sure when being “smart” and being 
“sociable, physically active, compassionate, etc.” became 
mutually exclusive. 

I don’t believe we should judge students on how well 
they can recite textbooks verbatim and memorize 
formulas. We should look at university as a place for 
breeding critical thinking and intellectual curiosity. Not 
only that, they are places for personal growth, blossom¬ 
ing independence and cultivating all those basic life 
skills you didn’t figure out back when your parents were 
doing your laundry and cooking your meals. 

That said, universities aren’t grownup summer 
camps and they shouldn’t be treated as such. More than 
anything, those four years are about higher education, 
and if you don’t have the marks to get there how are 
you going to get the marks to stay there?

Director Michael Sucsy isn’t 
afraid to admit that Chan¬ 
ning Tatum initially passed 
on his lead role in The Vow, 
his new romantic drama 
based on a true stoiy co- 
starring Rachel McAdams.

“We tried to put more 
frustration in there,” he 
says. “I think you would 
have to swallow so much, 
and that’s what we were 
trying to do with Leo. I even 
wish we’d have went a little 
step further with it, but I 



think it might’ve been too 
heavy.” 

Of course, they could al¬ 
ways refer back to Kim and 
Krickitt Carpenter, the real- 
life couple on whose story 
The Vow is based. 

But the Carpenters 
made Tatum more nervous 
than anything else: “I was 
worried. I was nervous to 
meet [Krickitt] because I 
didn’t want him to hate 
what I was doing with 
their story,” he says. “But 
they were so positive. I 
think they were just so 
thankful that their story 
was going to be out there 
— or a version of it.” 

Speaking of real-life situ¬ 


ations, part of Tatum’s own 
life will be hitting theatres 
later this year with Stephen 
Soderbergh’s Magic Mike, 
which the actor co-wrote, 
focusing on a particularly 
revealing part of his young 
life. 

“I was a stripper for 
about eight months be¬ 
tween 18 and 19 years of 
age in Florida,” Tatum says. 
“It’s a part of my life that 
I’m not so proud of, but 
I’m not ashamed of it. If 
anything, I will stand by it 
because it was one of the 
most pivotal parts of my 
entire life. It was crazy.” 

It’s also the kind of per¬ 
sonal history most A-list 


stars would tiy to cover up 
— something Tatum ad¬ 
mits he was pressured to 
do at first. 

“[My publicist] was like, 
‘No no no, we’re not saying 
anything about it,”’ he 
says. “I’m like, ‘Look, it’s 
going to come out, I’m 
telling you. We should just 
say it, because I’m not 
ashamed of it. I’m telling 
you we should talk about 
this because I think it’s hi¬ 
larious, and I’m not afraid 
to talk about it.’ I will tell 
you, though, after the film 
comes out I will never talk 
about it again. I’ll be like, 
‘Enough said, watch the 
movie.’”

NFL, NBC sorry for M.I.A. gesture 


Performing with Madon¬ 
na on their new single 
Give Me All Your Luvin’ 
during the halftime show 
at Super Bowl XLVI, singer 
M.I.A. faced the camera 
and held up a middle fin¬ 
ger Sunday night. 

The gesture instantly 
lit up Twitter, with some 
wondering if it would be¬ 
come this year’s 
“wardrobe malfunction.” 

NBC, the network that 
aired the game, said in 


a statement: “We apolo¬ 
gize for the inappropriate 
gesture that aired during 
halftime. It was a sponta¬ 
neous gesture that 
our delay system caught 
late.” 

The National Football 
League, although in 
charge of the content of 
the show, blamed the net¬ 
work for not catching and 
censoring it. 

“There was a failure in 
NBC’s delay system,” the 


league said. 

“The obscene gesture 
in the performance was 
completely inappropriate, 
very disappointing, and 
we apologize to our fans,” 
said Brian McCarthy, 
spokesman for the NFL, 
which produced the show. 

M.I.A. also may have 
said “I don’t give a s***,” 
but it was hard to hear. 
The singer has a long his¬ 
tory of provocation, both 
onstage and on her al¬ 


bums, but who knew 
she’d out-controversy 
Madonna? It was the first 
rude halftime show ges¬ 
ture since 2004, when 
Janet Jackson’s breast was 
exposed. 

In that case, the televi¬ 
sion network was fined 
$550,000 for indecency by 
the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission.

It’s 5 p.m., and Karl Lager¬ 
feld was due to arrive at 
3:30 p.m. So his press 
team and I, sitting in his 
private office on Paris’ Left 
Bank, munch on Magnum 
Ice Cream bars, a brand 
for which he’s directed 
commercials. 

A staffer offers me a 
pink bottle of Diet Coke 
emblazoned with a minia¬ 
ture ponytailed Lagerfeld 
and designed by the man 
himself. I pour the soda in¬ 
to a sleek, cube-shaped Or- 
refors glass created by, you 
guessed it, and then sip my 
drink underneath a giant 
crystal antique chandelier. 

Finally, Lagerfeld 
arrives looking impenetra¬ 
ble in dark glasses and 
leather, but he has the 
sniffles. Welcome to Karl’s 
world, a contradictory 
mixture of the old- 
fashioned and thoroughly 
modern, the rarefied and 
the mass market, the un¬ 
touchable and surprising¬ 
ly vulnerable. 

You’re about to re-launch 
your Karl Lagerfeld brand as 
two collections, both of 
which will be sold online and 
one of which is very 
affordable. Why now? 

These days, it’s much easi¬ 
er to use decent fabrics for 
not so much money. Real¬ 
ly great. When I did H&M, 
which was already seven 
years ago — I cannot 
believe it — I had a kind of 
appeal for people who buy 
inexpensive. 

I don’t say cheap 
because people are cheap, 
but clothes are not 
supposed to be cheap — 
they are supposed to be 
well designed and not ex¬ 
pensive. 

There’s a veiy big differ¬ 
ence, ah? So [the Karl 
Lagerfeld launch] has the 
top and the top of the inex¬ 
pensive. I don’t say low be¬ 
cause there is nothing low. 

When I did H&M, every¬ 
one said don’t do it. And it 
worked. When I took over 
Chanel, everyone said to 
me, don’t do it, it’s dead, it 
doesn’t work. It worked 


beyond. So I better not lis¬ 
ten to people and follow 
only my instincts. 

Do you spend a lot of time on 
the Internet? 

Yes. I spend a lot of time 
— no, time passes so 
quickly that nothing is 
ever a lot of time. 

Do you ever shop online? 

Not personally.... I don’t 
do the Internet myself but 
everyone around me does 
it for me. And if I want to 
buy, I buy things from the 
Internet but it’s not me 
personally. I don’t give the 
number of my credit card 
and all those things. 

What is your response, to 
people who say you do too 
many collaborations? 

I couldn’t care less. It de¬ 
pends if I know the 
people. If unknown 
people say this, they 
should send me a note and 
explain why. The limit is 
up to me to decide. 

You’re known for constantly 
moving forward and really 
capturing the now. But are 
there any moments from the 
past that you hold dear? 

I’m not a vintage special¬ 
ist. For nothing. Not for 
my life, not for my work, 
for nothing. I have no 
archives. Maybe the hous¬ 
es keep archives. I have 
nothing. I’m not interest¬ 
ed in what I did. I’m just 
interested in what I’m do¬ 
ing, what can be inspired. 

You’ve influenced many peo¬ 
ple. Who has influenced you? 

You know, don’t put influ¬ 
ence into words. Influence 
has another name and 
that’s called copying. It’s 
in the air, I don’t know. 

I’m like a TV antenna. 

Do you watch a lot of TV? 

I like to be on TV but I 
don’t watch TV. I have no 
time for that.... When I’m 
at home alone, I hate voic¬ 
es. I like music or singing, 
but I hate voices and sto¬ 
ries. It has the feeling that 
they enter my life. I love 
to be alone to read, to 
sketch with music, but I 
don’t like ready-made im¬ 
ages. I prefer to live on my 
imagination. 


When was the last time you 
were in love? 

I don’t know. I like 
freedom. 

Do you find relationships too 
constricting? 

Relationships happen for 
eveiybody, it can never be 
a problem. But it’s not re¬ 
ally my main thing. 

If you had a child or a pupil or 
someone who you had to 
pass down words to live by, 
what would you pass down? 

That’s why I don’t have 
children, mmm? There’s 
nothing to pass down be¬ 
cause eveiybody has to in¬ 
vent his own thing. I don’t 
believe very much in this 
because what I learned, 


saw, and all that happened 
in other periods, and the 
world is different now. 

I have a godson, who is 
small, three-and-a-half 
years old. Genius. He’s got 
real personality and his 
parents have no authority. 
He loves clothes. He wants 
everything like me. He 
sleeps with his gloves and 
goes to school with black 
glasses on. It’s so funny. 

But I believe you have to 
find your own way. What I 
hate about children is that 
they put you in a genera¬ 
tion mode. I don’t want to 
be anyone’s father genera¬ 
tion, grandfather genera¬ 
tion, I’m of no generation. 
I’m from eveiy 
generation. 


Have you ever had a pet? 

Yes, but they die so I don’t 
like them. The drama is I 
had two I really liked and 
after they died I don’t 
want another one. That’s 
too depressing. 

Are you afraid of death? 

I couldn’t care less. [Percy 
Bysshe] Shelley said death 
may be a waking up from 
the dream of life. 

But if you ask me, I 
think it’s like a sleep 
where you don’t wake up. 
You don’t remember 
before, you don’t remem¬ 
ber after. The only thing is 
I don’t want to be seen 
dead. So anyway, over, 
over. The batteiy is 
finished, huh, puff.

Ten years ago, Karl Lager¬ 
feld and Dr. Jean-Claude 
Houdret released The Karl 
Lagerfeld Diet, a book that 
chronicles how the design¬ 
er lost 80 pounds. Based 
on the doctor’s own 
Spoonlight program, it 
champions lots of fish, a 
low-calorie intake and few 
red meats. 

A decade later, we won¬ 
dered if Lagerfeld was still 
on the plan, and how he 
feels about staying fit. 

So I’m guessing you don’t eat 
at McDonald’s. 

I have nothing against it, 
but I don’t eat garbage. 
Garbage is delicious but 
look at the effect, especial¬ 
ly on American kids — it’s 
a nightmare, huh? Once a 
week, I eat meat because 


my doctor says it’s good. If 
not, I eat fish, steamed 
vegetables, steamed fruit 
and that’s nearly it. 

Do you still stick to The Karl 
Lagerfeld Diet? 

It’s not a diet. It’s a way of 
eating. If you were to have 
lunch with me you would¬ 
n’t think for one second 
that it’s a diet. And my 
guests, they get sweets 
and such things, but I 
haven’t touched sugar, 
sweets, butter, cake, 
cheese — all of that — for 
more than 11 years and 
I’m not even tempted. I’m 
beyond temptation. I 
think that’s the best thing 
that can happen in life. 

How do you get to be beyond 
temptation? 

Sometimes I think my doc¬ 
tor hypnotized me. When 
I go to a party, or when 
I’m in the studio and 


there’s these huge buffets, 
for me, it’s as if the table 
was covered with plastic 
stuff. I don’t even think 
that one could eat it. 

Other dieters, they 
crave sugar and chocolate, 
no? Chocolate: I like the 
perfume of chocolate but I 
don’t have to eat it. 

How much do you weigh? 

I found out that clothes 
are much better than 
scales. Clothes don’t lie. If 
you have only clothes in 
one size and nothing one 
millimeter bigger, the 
minute something hurts 
somewhere, you know it’s 
time. And always keep a 
pair of tight jeans, some¬ 
thing tight for control. 

I know a woman who 
every year put on her wed¬ 
ding dress just to see if she 
can still fit it. It’s only a 
problem if you have four 
or five weddings. 


KARL’S

Diet principles 


The Karl Lagerfeld Diet is 
out of print but we scored 
a copy. Here are the basics. 

► Why to diet. First, ask your¬ 
self why you’re considering 
dieting. For Lagerfeld, it 
was only after giving up 
bodybuilding and eating 
out every night that he be¬ 
gan to “get annoyed" with 
his weight gain. Then, con¬ 
sult a doctor to discuss your 
medical needs. Ask about 
your Body Mass Index, for 
example — it’s one way to 
measure obesity. 

► What to eat. The Karl diet 
has three levels of calorie 
reduction, the most drastic 
of which requires doctor su¬ 
pervision. Those who are 
curious can follow the more 
general advice: Give up red 
meat and eat lots offish. “I 
have never eaten so much 
fish, poultry or veal in my 
life and I feel wonderfully 
well on it,” Karl writes. 

► What to drink. Water. Sorry 
boozehounds: “Alcoholin 
any form is not 
recommended,” writes Dr. 
Houdret. “A maximum of 
two glasses of red wine per 
day can be included in the 
diet but I do not 
recommend white wine or 
Champagne, as these are 
higher in 
calories.

O New study shows drinking diet 
drinks put you at greater risk of 
heart attack, stroke and disease

Switching to diet pop? Be 
careful. 

A new study has found 
that drinking a diet soft 
drink eveiy day can put 
you at increased risk of 
heart attack, stroke, heart 
failure and vascular death. 

“It certainly wouldn’t 
hurt to cut down, as you 
wouldn’t be missing any 
important nutrients in 
your diet,” Hannah Gar¬ 
dener, lead author of the 
paper and a scientist at the 
University of Miami, told 
Metro in a phone inter¬ 
view. 

Gardener, along with 


colleagues from Miami 
and Columbia University 
in New York, analysed the 
eating and drinking habits 
of 2,564 people who had 
enrolled in the Northern 
Manhattan Study. 

Over the 10 years of the 
study, researchers found a 
43 per cent higher risk for 
heart attack, stroke and 
vascular death in those 
who drank diet soda daily, 
compared to those who 
drank none. 

The study took into ac¬ 
count confounding factors 
such as BMI, intake of fat 
and calories, and pre-exist¬ 
ing illnesses. 

Interestingly, people 
who occasionally drank di¬ 
et pop or who drank regu-

absolutely no harm in cut¬ 
ting back. 

The research appeared 
in the Journal of General 
Internal Medicine. 

The bottom line? 

Keep in mind that artifi¬ 
cially sweetened soft 
drinks might not be a 
healthier alternative to 
regular pop, as the long¬ 
term health effects remain 
unclear.

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HOW TO MAKE THE MOST OF READING WEEK 


While U.S. spring break conjures images of 
booze-filled partying, Canadian reading 
week summons scenes of caffeine-filled 
studying. Experts say the way to make the 
most of your February break is to combine 
academic catch-up with personal downtime. 

Kristi Kerford, acting associate vice- 
president of student services at Ontario’s 
Trent University, polled staff and students 
for their best approaches to the break. 

“One of the key things that came up was 
thinking of it as being a balance of a 
reading and academic time, and also being 
time for yourself,” she said. 

On the personal side, you should 
recharge yourself. Sleep in, visit friends and 
family, and get to all those personal issues 
you have been putting off. 

She suggests setting a schedule for the 
week. If you are sharpest in the morning, do 
your academic work then and save 
afternoons and evenings for personal time. 


“On the academic side, you want to be 
thinking about either catching up or getting 
ahead of your reading and course work,” 
she adds. 

Erin Kaipainen, director of the Centre for 
Community-Engaged Learning at the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgary, says some students use 
the week to learn about the real world and 
make an impact.

GETTING TO THE ROOT OF THE PROBLEM WITH OSTEOPATHY 


For medical professionals interested in 
a career in osteopathy, the next intake 
of students at the Canadian College of 
Osteopathy (CCO) in Halifax will be 
taking place this fall. 

Osteopathy is a form of natural med¬ 
icine that uses manual therapy to treat 
neuromusculoskeletal and joint 
problems.

“More and more, we are seeing 
osteopaths in Halifax who have a large 
clientele,” says Marie-Chantal Raiche, 
CCO’s admissions co-ordinator. 

She says that as people better under¬ 
stand the role osteopaths play in 
improving people’s health, they will be 
increasingly viewed in a similar light as 
family doctors. 

The CCO was the first osteopathy 
college to be established in Canada 
when it opened in Montreal in 1981. It 
has since grown to six locations across 
the country and also has campuses in 
Switzerland and Germany. 

“Most of our professors have at least 
20 years of experience,” says Raiche. 
“They are very qualified.” 

She says the program is a good fit 
for health professionals who feel limit¬ 
ed by the results they can achieve for 
their patients.

If you’re not exactly sure 
what a registered retire¬ 
ment savings plan is, 
you’re not alone. 

“Even though RRSPs 
have been around since 
1957, there’s still some 
confusion surrounding 
them,” says Paul Lermitte, 
a Vancouver-based certi¬ 
fied financial planner with 
Assante Wealth Manage¬ 
ment. Here, Lermitte an¬ 
swers the following 


common RRSP questions: 

Why should I contribute 
to an RRSP? One impor¬ 
tant reason is that RRSPs 
will help you save for re¬ 
tirement. An added benefit 
is that if you are in a mid¬ 
range to high tax bracket, 
contributing annually to 
an RRSP will give you a tax 
break each year. 

“If you’re in a lower tax 
bracket—say, anything be¬

Several legislative changes 
have occurred over the 
decades that have encour¬ 
aged larger RRSP contribu¬ 
tions, including extensive 
amendments in 1991 .

to $25,000 from your 


RRSPs in one calendar year 
to help finance a house 
purchase. “Generally, you 
have to repay all with¬ 
drawals to your RRSPs 
within a period of no more 
than 15 years until the bal¬ 
ance is zero,” says Ler¬ 
mitte. 

What’s the best type of 
RRSP fund? “Don’t go for 
100 per cent bonds or 100 
per cent equities,” says Ler¬ 
mitte. “The volatility will 
be too harsh.” If you are 
working with a certified fi¬ 
nancial planner, ask them 


to put your money in 
what’s called a “balanced 
fund.” 

With the downturn in 
global markets, are RRSPs 
a wise investment? “They 
are absolutely still a smart 
investment option,” says 
Lermitte. “When the mar¬ 
kets are volatile, it’s im¬ 
portant to stay the course.” 

Try to contribute to an 
RRSP every year — and to 
push yourself to funnel 
more money into it each 
year than you did the pre¬ 
vious year. 


The entire concept of retirement is changing 



If hindsight is 20/20, no 
one would make mistakes

steps. Now, more than 
ever, it’s important to in¬ 
vest wisely. 

“The whole concept of 
retirement is changing,” 
says Greg Pollock, the pres¬ 
ident and CEO of Toronto- 
based Advocis, The 
Financial Advisors Associa¬ 
tion of Canada.

Paint a 
clear picture of how you 
envision retirement. Do 
you want to travel in Eu¬ 
rope in your 60s? Or sim¬ 
ply not worry about 
covering the rent in your 
70s and beyond? 

Don’t invest while drown¬ 
ing in debt. Saddled with 
student loans or credit 
card debt? “It’s best to pay 
down all or as much as you 
can before you start con¬ 


tributing to RRSPs,” advis¬ 
es Pollock. 

Don’t make infrequent 
contributions. If you are 

tempted to skip a year 
here and there so you can 
afford to buy that expen¬ 
sive item you have been 
eyeing, resist. 

“Get in the habit of 
making annual contribu¬ 
tions to your RRSP,” says 
Pollock. 

“The more you invest 
over the long term, the 
better the returns.” 
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Be methodical with your contributions

Do you hear the clock tick¬ 
ing ... time is running out 
if you intend to contribute 
to an RRSP. 

The deadline for con¬ 
tributing and using it on 
your 2011 income tax re¬ 
turn is Feb. 29, 2012. The 
deadline, usually March 1, 
is different because it’s a 
leap year. 

What is also different 
this year is the slight in¬ 
crease in the amount you 


can contribute. For 2012, 
the contribution limit is 18 
per cent of your income in 
2011 to a maximum of 
$22,970. 

The federal government 
introduced RRSPs in 1957 
to encourage Canadians to 
save for retirement. 

The biggest benefit is 
the immediate tax savings, 
says David Gillan, vice- 
president of T.E. Wealth. 
“You get a tax deduction 
for the year that you put it 
in.” Your total income is re¬ 
duced by the amount you 


invest in your RRSP. That 
means you pay less tax and 
are left with more of the 
money you earned, says 
Gillan. 

“RRSPs are also a good 
savings plan ... they keep 
you disciplined,” says Jil- 
lian Biyan, an investment 
adviser at TD Waterhouse, 
Vancouver. If you are pay¬ 
ing into a plan like this, 
it’s hard to pull the money 
out and you will be less 
likely to do so. 

Furthermore, every dol¬ 
lar grows without attract¬ 


ing any tax through its ac¬ 
cumulation, says Richard 
McKenster, spokesperson 
for Advocis (the Financial 
Advisors Association of 
Canada), Halifax. “If the 
fund earned six per cent, 
the fund earned six per 
cent.” 

In most cases (and this is 
where a financial planner 
can help), you will be in a 
lower tax bracket when 
you are retired and, as a re¬ 
sult, the “income” from 
your RRSPs will be taxed at 
a lower percentage rate. 


Keep in mind that if you 
have a spouse, says Bryan, 
you can set up a spousal 
RSP and income split with 
the higher income earning 
spouse. Again, you will 
save because of the lower 
tax bracket. 

RETIREMENT PLANNING 

Retirement planning is a 
continuum, says McKen¬ 
ster of ADOCIS, beginning 
when you finish school 
and continuing through 
your working life. “It’s all 
about at some point cash¬ 


ing out and retiring and 
using income from invest¬ 
ments rather than earned 
income.” 

“And it’s not that 
painful when you’re me¬ 
thodical about contribut¬ 
ing,” says Bryan. “If you 
don’t want to do a budget, 
then just pay yourself first 
(take 10 per cent however 
often you get paid) and 
make sure you are maxi¬ 
mizing your contribution.” 

The earlier you start, 
the richer the whole 
process becomes.

Are you one of those peo¬ 
ple who scramble every 
February to make an RRSP 
contribution before the 
end of the month? 

While that scenario is 
definitely better than not 
contributing at all, experts 
point out that you are not 
getting the most out of 
your money. 

David Gillan, vice-presi¬ 
dent, T.E. Wealth, says 
what a lot of people do is 
either deposit the lump 
sum based on what they 
can contribute or how 
much they have to put in 
to break even and not pay 
any taxes. But they often 
wait until the end of Feb¬ 
ruary. 

“Ideally, we’d like to 
take a lump sum and put 



it in Jan. 1 of each year,” 
he says. “That way the 
money is in there and 
starting to grow tax free 
for you.” 

Of course, most experts 
recommend contributing 
a certain amount of mon¬ 
ey to your RRSP eveiy 
month. “As markets move 
up and down through the 
year,” says Gillan, “at the 
end of the year it should 
average out to be a better 
return for you overall be¬ 
cause you’re not just 
lump-summing it.” 

Even better, you will 
have a retirement savings 
plan in place. 

Should you take a loan 
for your RRSP? 

Many people do. Since 
the RRSP loan itself is the 
security, when banks lend 
out money for an RRSP it’s 
generally only a one-year 
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term. You just have to 
make sure whatever you 
are borrowing to put into 
your RRSP you can pay 
back every month. And 
you should still be able to 
make your current RRSP 
monthly contribution. 


Also, remember that 
you don’t get to write off 
that interest because you 
are using it to put into a 
RRSP. 

SAVINGS PLAN 

“The rule of thumb keeps 


changing,” says Gillan, 
“but we always say for 
every dollar you need in 
retirement, you need to 
put away about $20 in sav¬ 
ings.” 

That’s based on 30 years 
of retirement income as 


well as three per cent in¬ 
flation and an optimistic 
return of seven per cent 
overall. 

Be sure to work with a 
financial adviser who will 
review your entire portfo¬ 
lio with you. 


Investment options are growing with the TFSA 


SMART INVESTING 



he tax-free savings 
account (TFSA) of¬ 
fers Canadians a 
significant oppor¬ 
tunity to develop a 
tax-free income and is an¬ 
other retirement planning 
option to the older and bet¬ 


ter-known registered 
retirement savings plan 
(RRSP). 

Since they became avail¬ 
able in 2009, about 6.7 mil¬ 
lion Canadians have 
opened TFSA accounts, 
which now have total 
assets of about $43 billion. 


The TFSA allows holders 
to contribute up to $5,000 
per year. 

Unlike RRSPs, there is 
no tax deduction for 
contributions to a TFSA. 
RRSP contributions are de¬ 
ductible and reduce your 
income for tax purposes. 
However, the money you 
contribute to your TFSA 
and growth through inter¬ 
est, dividends or capital 
gains are not taxable, 
except for any foreign tax 
on foreign investments. As 
well, your withdrawals are 
tax free. 

Money in a TFSA can be 
invested in the same 
instruments as an RRSP 
such as stocks, bonds, GICs 
and mutual funds. Any un¬ 
used contribution room 
can be carried forward, 
and if you withdraw mon¬ 
ey in one year from the ac¬ 
count, you are allowed to 
put it back, but only in the 
year after it is withdrawn. 

The TFSA has a number 
of benefits, particularly for 


seniors. Money from a TF¬ 
SA is excluded from 
income-tested benefits and 
tax credits such as the GST 
credit and the Old Age Se¬ 
curity and the Guaranteed 
Income Supplement and 
will not reduce those bene¬ 
fits. 

Unlike an RRSP, you can 
contribute to a TFSA after 
the age of 71. 

As well, you can pass on 
your TFSA when you die. 

If the spouse is named 
the beneficiary of the TFSA, 
they can elect to transfer 
the assets at the owner’s 
death to their own account 
without affecting their con¬ 
tribution room. Any TFSA 
income earned after the 
death of the TFSA owner is 
taxable to the spouse. 

Another benefit of the 
TFSA is that you can assign 
assets in your account as 
collateral for a loan, some¬ 
thing you are not able to 
do with an RRSP. 

There is some confusion 
among Canadians about 


TFSAs. Some recent studies 
have found one of the 
main reasons Canadians 
have not opened a TFSA ac¬ 
count is that they don’t ful¬ 
ly understand how they 
work. As well, many 
people still are not aware 
that the accounts can hold 
more than simply cash and 
savings, a fact that some fi¬ 
nancial experts have said 
indicates the TFSA may be 
misnamed as a “savings” 
account. 

The TFSA has appeal for 
people in their prime accu¬ 
mulating years, those who 
are actively building retire¬ 
ment assets and for low-in¬ 
come earners who can’t 
take full advantage of tax 
deductions from contribut¬ 
ing to an RRSP.

A financial plan can help 
you prioritize your goals, 
save money, focus on the 
bigger picture, and worry 
less about money, but most 
of us aren’t working our 
plan. Recent IEF research 
shows Ontarians score low 
on knowledge of financial 
planning and setting goals. 
But a larger concern was 
the wide gap between 
knowledge and action.
